SUMMARY OF BILL: Provides that persons residing outside of the State
of Tennessee have standing as consumers under the provisions of the
Tennessee Consumer Protection Act of 1977 if alleged violations of such law
have been committed by a person/entity located in whole or part within the
state of Tennessee.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase State Revenues - Not Significant
